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PALM BEACH - The Radisson Aruba Resort Casino & Spa 
will be marking its 50th anniversary this summer. The resort 
is currently gearing up for the celebration which will include 
a formal cocktail party, on July 17th, a coffee-table book 
publications, a fund raising gala charity event, retro culinary 
experiences and the introduction of a special bulletin board on 
the resort website where colleagues and guests may post their 
pictures and anecdotes, from the past five decades, (http:// 
radisson-aruba.travelscreamforum.com/forumHome.aspx) 

The Aruba’s Tourism Authority and the Aruba Hotel & Tourism 
Association will also be involved in the celebration since the 
Radisson anniversary also coincides with the commemoration 
of 50 year of hospitality on the island. 

A not-so-brief lesson in history, thank you: www.historiadiaruba. 
aw for research information: 

Aruba’s first tourist hotel was the Coral Strand on the outskirts 
of Oranjestad, on the road to the airport. It opened in December 
1943 and still operates today as the quaint and friendly Talk of 
the Town Hotel. 

The second tourist hotel was Hotel Scala which opened in 
downtown Oranjestad, in March 1949. As a result of these 
initial efforts to promote the island as a vacation destination and 
encourage the creation of lodging facilities, Aruba’s tourism 
registered a record number of 980 visitors in 1950. 

In 1953, the Aruba Tourism Bureau became a government 
agency and embarked on its life-long mission to create demand 
for the island. Aruba counted at that time just 100 hotel beds, 42 
at the Coral Strand, 22 at Scala and 36 in the recently opened 
Hotel Marchena. 

The importance of the development of beachfront resorts was 
recognized in the early 50s, inspired by the success of Miami 
Beach. 

In 195 3, an official contest was held for the best design of a tourist 
hotel on pristine, magnificent Palm Beach, here. The winning 
plan for the “Basiroeti” was to be financed by the government, 
yet in encountered many hurdles and took until December 1954 
to actually get off the ground. (The Basi Ruti Hotel was finally 



finished in February 1957 as a low rise cluster of bungalows 
sprawled over the sugar sand of virgin Palm Beach, where the 
Playa Linda Beach Resort stands today. 

In 1965, Dutch Princess Beatrix stayed at Basi Ruti during her 
visit to the island.) 

Much was accomplished in 1954. The year marked the debut of 
the first mega promotional campaign for the island in the USA. 
Flyers were distributed among New York travel agencies and 
left at the KLM, Royal Dutch Airline ticket offices.

The ambitious campaign 
worked, and the sudden 
influx of visitors to the 
island delivered a new set 
of problems, as a scarcity of 
taxi cabs was reported and 
complaints regarding the 
hotel rates and airline fares 
were registered, as they were 
considered too high! 

Aruba also arrived on the 
cruise ship scene around that 
time, when in February of 1955 
“Tradewinds” tied up in the 
Oranjestad harbor. Local girls 
in festive frocks welcomed 
day-trippers coming off the 
ship and guided them though 
the streets of Oranjestad. The 
entire island came out to glare 
at the visitors and the ensuing 
gridlock caused a major 


traffic jam downtown. Ships 
operated by the Grace Line 
later became frequent visitors 
of the port. 

In 1956, the motivated island 
government approved plans 
for the building of a luxury 
tourist hotel on Palm Beach, 
which was to be called the 
Aruba Caribbean Hotel. 
Two local visionaries Juan 
Enrique Irausquin - the man 
who inspired the naming 
of our boulevard and Oscar 
Henriquez - who is still with 
us enjoying frequent travel 
and his flower garden - wrote 
a lengthy report filled with 
recommendations regarding 
the construction of this hotel. 
They gathered information 
and inspiration, as they 
traveled to Miami and Puerto 


Rico, and decided on an 
appropriate model for Aruba’s 
budding tourism trade. They 
both concluded that Aruba’s 
beaches are the best, and 
that the island could aspired 
higher, attracting ‘better’ 
clients seeking luxury, not 
economy. 

Juancho Irausquin, who was a 
politician from the ruling PPA 
party, is to this day regarded 
the mastermind behind 
Aruba’s tourism boom. As a 
result of his relentless push, a 
giant desalinization plant was 
built marking the availability 
of water, pitifully scarce until 
then. The construction of the 
road from Oranjestad to Palm 
Beach was also initialized 
making commute possible. In 
1958, Aruba’s visitors traveled 
on a super-highway running 
from the airport to the end of 
the beach with traffic signs 
and secondary roads leading 
to tourist attractions such as 
the Casibari Rock Formation 
and the now crumbled 
Natural Bridge. Oranjestad’s 
main street was cleaned up, 
reportedly, two bars of ill- 
repute were ordered to set up

shop elsewhere. During the 
Christmas season of 1958, 
all rooms on the island were 
occupied. Aruba was well on 
its way to becoming a brand, 
even before branding was 
invented 

In their great wisdom, Irasquin 
and Henriquez insisted on a 
celebrity architect to design 
their new dream resort, and 
the designs for the building 
by award-winning, iconic 
American architect Morris 
Lapidus were approved. 
Lapidus was the creator 
of curvy, flamboyant Neo¬ 
baroque modern hotels, 
the genius who built the 
Fontainebleau Hotel and 
famed Eden Rock on Miami 
Beach. Legends have him 
scouring the beach here and 
studying the direction of the 
wind, until he was satisfied 
that he found just the perfect 
spot, he personally surveyed 
the grounds and initiated the 
clearing of what is today the 
Radisson Aruba Resort Casino 
& Spa. 

In honor of the upcoming 
project Aruba’s first finance 
and management corporation 
was registered, Aruven, with 
two major shareholders, 
the Aruban and Venezuelan 
governments. In the summer of 
1959 the official grand opening 
of the Aruba Caribbean Hotel 
took place - yes, 50 years ago 
- it was the first luxury resort 
of Aruba, boasting 120 rooms. 
The hotel provided 160 jobs, 
120 of which were locals. The 
balance of the people working 
for the Carib were American 
managers, hired to run the 
glitzy, swanky casino. 

In the 50s in general the 
Caribbean tickled the 
imagination of the American 
rich and famous. There was 
a growing interest in the 
Caribbean lifestyle and in 1957 
a government report stated that 
the islands became America’s 
favorite playground. The 


sudden boost of popularity 
was mostly due to the hype 
surrounding calypso music 
and the myth created around 
sensational singer Harry 
Belafonte. 

The chic American vacationers 
coming to the Carib to frolic in 
the waves - water skiing was 
also BIG - acquired a glowing 
tan, went out to the Klompen 
(famed Dutch clogs) Supper 
Club to listen to popular 
singers and entertainers, 
including Liberace, and check 
out each other over wedge 
salads and Beef Wellingtons. 
During the day they enjoyed 
some duty-free shopping, and 
the drinking of rum. Harry 
Belafonte, Elizabeth Taylor 
and Eddie Fischer were some 
of the regulars at the ‘Grand 
Dame, ’ as the Aruba Caribbean 
Hotel, now the Radisson Aruba 
Resort Casino & Spa came to 
be called. 

Aruba’s promotion as a tourism 
destination later invaded 
movie-theaters as a 1958 
promotional film produced 
by KLM firmly established 
the island as a major player in 
the arena, a role which it has 
played for the past 50 years. 
Naturally, none of this 
constant reinvention and 
tweaking, and adjustment 
would have been possible 
without the ingenious, sweet, 
hospitable, well-educate and 
good natured people of this 
island. Taking the industry in 
just 50 years from 100 to 8000 
rooms, while maintaining a 
great tourist product and a 
good quality of life for locals 
took innate intelligence and 
the sure-footed persistence of 
people who know where they 
came from - from all over, and 
know where they are going 
to - into a bright, promising 
albeit at times bumpy future.

INCOME STATEMENT 

• The income presented in our financial 
statements represents the total income 
for all 15 companies operating onshore 
and international businesses based in 
the Netherlands Antilles and Aruba. 
International business activities are 
a major contributor to the Group’s 
consolidated income. 

• During 2008 and 2007, the MCB Group 
in the Netherlands Antilles and Aruba 
benefited from large Extraordinary 
Gains from proceeds from shares issued

• Including the Extraordinary Gains, the 
MCB Group made a profit of NAf.

How Obama can step it up

Provo, Utah - Less than 
eight weeks in office, Barack 
Obama has defined a course 
for his presidency which, if he 
is reelected, might take him 
eight years to implement. 

At home, he is fulfilling his 
election campaign promise of 
change with sweeping plans 
for burgeoning government 
influence and trillion-dollar 
budgets. 

Abroad, he is going to wind 
down one war, in Iraq, 
and expand another, in 
Afghanistan. 

As one of the most elegant 
orators of our times, he has 
unveiled the scope of these 
ambitious plans with phrases 
that are at times Churchillian. 
But Winston Churchill, who 
promised Britons in World 
War II years of “blood, 
toil, tears, and sweat,” also 
infused embattled Britain with 
confidence in the ultimate 
outcome. Mr. Obama has not 
yet done that for Americans. 
There is still at large in the 
United States a psychology 
of fear and uncertainty about 
an economy in distress, 
as exemplified by reticent 
buyers, reluctant lenders, and 
a plunging stock market. 

“Yes we can,” Americans are 
told, but they are left after 
clinical explanations from the 
Obama camp with a sneaking 


suspicion that maybe we can’t. 
In part this is because Obama 
and his lieutenants, in laudable 
pursuit of transparency, keep 
underlining the challenges and 
uncertainties ahead. 

Vice President Biden may 
have taken transparency 
further than the president 
wished when he warned that 
after gargantuan effort by the 
administration, there might 
still be a 30 percent chance of 
getting it wrong. That is not a 
margin of error we can accept. 
One shudders to think what 
Churchill might have done to 
a lieutenant who uttered such a 
defeatist remark as the German 
bombs whistled down. Instead 
we got from Obama a tight 
little smile. 

It is this controlled Obama 
coolness, this occasional 
air of aloofness, that I find 
troubling. I’d like to see a little 
more passion, a little more 
Churchill-like “we will fight 
on the beaches” and “never 
surrender” stuff. 

Clearly, as the polls show, 
Americans have a lot of respect 
for Obama. But that respect 
seems not to have translated 
into confidence that he can 
lead them back to the promised 
land. Uncertainty about the 
ending of our troubled times 
is feeding the psychology of 
fear. I am not urging some 
Bush-like braggadocio; that 


is not Obama’s style. But we 
could do with some “victory is 
certain” morale-boosting. 
Republicans would be making 
a big mistake if they offer 
knee-jerk opposition to all that 
Obama suggests in healing the 
nation’s teetering economy. In 
time of national crisis - and we 
are actually in an international 
one - political parties should 
stand together. 

This does not mean surrender. 
It does not mean abdication of 
long-held principles. It does 
mean compromise to achieve 
worthy common goals in the 
face of crisis. 

OneofPresidentBush’snoblest 
efforts during his presidency 
was to try to win solution 
to the looming problem 
of bankruptcy confronting 
Social Security. There was 
no political gain to be made 
from it. But Mr. Bush, instead 
of letting it confront a later 
administration and generation, 
thought it responsible to tackle 
it. The attempt foundered in a 
spineless Congress. 

Much now arriving on the 
doorstep of this Congress 
from an activist White House 
will rouse Republican hackles. 
There will be sharp differences 
of opinion over health services. 
There will be philosophical 
differences over the expanding 
role of government in social 
engineering. □ 
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Is the Obama Mortgage 
Plan Doomed To Fail?

The Nation — In the short-term, I think the answer is no. As I 
argued in my column last week, the plan does fairly elegantly 
snatch some low-hanging fruit. But the problem is that there’s 
just not enough fruit on the low branches to really get at the 
problem. 

In the week or so since I’ve written the column, I’ve become 
more convinced that it’s just not going to get the job done. 
Originally I had a graf in the column that said, more or less, 
that a useful way to think about the mortage problem is as an 
interest problem and a principal problem. That is, on the one 
hand the rates people are paying are too high, thanks to teaser 
rates, ARM’s, fees, etc..., and on the other the prices of their 
homes are just over-valued. Alyssa Katz, explains just what 
this means in terms of the plan’s shortcomings: 

For many borrowers, alowerpayment will be all the difference 
between staying in one’s home and going into foreclosure — 
for now. But the Obama plan is a short-term fix. It doesn’t do 
the one thing that would actually help homeowners in the long 
haul, and that is reduce the amount of principal they owe. The 
loan mods that these brokers are selling, and that the Obama 
administration is now promoting, are new and improved 
variations on the exotic mortgages that seduce borrowers in 
the first place. They charge a manageable amount now, and 
then hit the borrower with higher costs down the road. 

“Loan modification success rates are ridiculously low,” 
agrees Debra Zimmerman, an attorney with Bet Tzedek 
Legal Services in Los Angeles who represents borrowers. 
“Until banks are ordered to reduce principal too, there will 
be no solution.

NEW YORK - Investors fled 
Wall Street again, driven by 
worries about the nation’s big 
banks and General Motors 
Corp. 

Stocks ended at 12-year lows 
Thursday, more than wiping 
out the previous day’s rally. 
Investors wrestled with more 
disheartening economic data, 
new concerns about GM and 
relentless uncertainty about the 
financial system. Short selling 
ahead of the government’s 
Friday employment report 
exacerbated the losses, slashing 
281 points from the Dow Jones 
industrials and sending all the 
major indexes down more than 
4 percent. 

Stocks fell in every industry, 
with beleaguered banks posting 
some of the steepest drops. 
Citigroup Inc., still shaky 
despite receiving billions in 
government aid, at times sank 
below $1 and finished down 
10 percent at $1.02. General 
Motors, meanwhile, ended with 
a loss of 15 percent at $ 1.86 as it 
warned of possible bankruptcy. 
“Citigroup going below a buck 
today was a little scary,” said 
Mark LeStrange, director of 
sales at Source Trading. 

“To say that we’re cheap here 
and it’s a good value, it sounds 
right, but in all reality we could 
go 50 percent lower,” he said. 
“Nobody has any idea how low 
we can go.” 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index is now down 56.4 percent 
from its peak in October 2007, 
making it the second worst 
slide for the index since its fall 
of 86.2 percent from 1929-32. 
The latest torrent of selling came 
ahead of the February Labor 
Department report that is likely 
to show hundreds of thousands 
of jobs were lost. Even some 
positive news, including some 
better-than-expected retail 
sales and factory orders, was 
not enough to stoke investor 
confidence. 

The reports failed to show a 
significant improvement and 
so the market gave back a big 


gain from Wednesday, said 
Doreen Mogavero, president 
of brokerage Mogavero, Lee & 
Co. 

“The economic data is still 
obviously a huge worry,” she 
said. 

Short sellers also dragged 
on the market, analysts said. 
Short sellers place bets that 
a stock will fall, and risng 
short positions on a stock can 
intensify its decline. 

“Just go out kill them. It’s the 
easiest way to go out and make 
a buck,” said Stephen A. Lieber, 
chief investment officer at 
Alpine Woods Capital Investors 
LLC in Purchase, N. Y., referring 
to short sellers. 

The Dow fell 281.40, or 4.1 
percent, to 6,594.44, its lowest 
close since April 1997. 

Broader indicators also 
tumbled. The S&P 500 index 
dropped 32.95, or 4.6 percent, 
to 679.92, its lowest close since 
September 1996. The Nasdaq 
composite index fell 52.30, or 
3.9 percent, to 1,301.44. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies fell 21.49, 
or 5.8 percent, to 349.77. 

On the New York Stock 
Exchange, only 235 stocks 
advanced while 2,887 fell. 
Volume came to a heavy 1.89 
billion shares. 

Robert Pavlik, chief market 
strategist at Banyan Partners 
LLC in New York, agreed that 
short selling is driving the 
market and that the drubbing 
is keeping away investors who 
would be attracted by beaten 
down stocks. 

“Long-term investors would 
really step in if prices got too 
low or oversold and begin to do 
some bargain hunting. But with 
all the uncertainty that has been 
created, long-term investors are 
not stepping in,” he said. “What 
incentive do long-term investors 
have stepping? Traders rule the 
roost.” 

Stocks fell initially after China 
deflated investors’ hope that 
it would take new steps to 
stimulate its economy, but the 
discouraging economic data 
sent stocks even lower. The 
hope that China would unveil 


more government spending to 
help its economy was a major 
factor behind the market’s 
bounce Wednesday, which sent 
the Dow Jones industrials up 
nearly 150 points after a five- 
day slide. 

“It’s been this continuous 
(cycle of) hope leads to 
disappointment,” said Todd 
Salamone, senior vice president 
of research, Schaeffer’s 
Investment Research in 
Cincinnati. Since the Dow 
and the S&P 500 index plowed 
through their November lows 
last week, dashing hopes that 
the market had indeed hit a 
bottom, investors have been 
left wondering how much more 
the market can fall. At the same 
time, there is a contingent of 
investors with a “why sell 
now” mentality who are fearful 
of missing the next rally, 


Salamone said. 

“A lot of people are banking 
we can’t go much further, but 
if you look to the ‘30s, we 


could indeed go a lot lower,” he 
said, referring to Wall Street’s 
huge losses during the Great 
Depression.. Q

Thursday. 

Four years after his infamous 
child abuse trial, the creator 
of “Thriller” and “Billy Jean” 
confirmed he will play 10 gigs 
at the giant 02 arena from July 
8 — and declared they will be a 
“final curtain.” 

“I’ll be performing the songs 
my fans want to hear,” the 
50-year-old told hundreds of 
screaming fans gathered for the 
eagerly-awaited announcement 
at the 02 concert venue, which 
is fast earning a reputation for 
grand comeback gigs. 

“This is the final curtain call 
and I’ll see you in July,” said 
Jackson, wearing sunglasses 
and a black jacket with silver 
sequins to a near-hysterical 
crowd waving signs reading 
“Michael We Love You” and 
“King of Pop.” 

Jackson’s brief appearance, 
in which he seemed highly 
emotional and at a loss for 
words, was punctuated by 
salutes to the crowd, pauses, 
and expressions of love for his 
fans. 

“I love you, I really do. I love 
you so much. From the bottom 
of my heart,” he gushed, totally 
ignoring an autocue which had 
been set up at a podium for him 
to speak. 

His appearance was preceded 
by a short video compilation 
of past performances of his 
hits, heavy on shots of weeping 
and screaming fans, especially 
when he performed his famous 
moonwalk 

In real life Michael Jackson 
didn’t show any of his old 
moves. But fans who had 
queued for hours to see their 
idol for a couple of minutes 
were bowled over, despite the 
brief appearance. 

“I was expecting a bit more 
but... I’ve queued up for five 
hours for him to say about 10 
words,” said Caroline Shove, 
29. But asked whether she 
would be buying tickets, she 
said: “Absolutely, it won’t stop 
me.” 

It was unclear whether 
Jackson’s reference to a “final 
curtain” meant there would be 
no concerts after the London 
shows. The BBC quoted the 
promoter behind the shows as 
saying he may embark on a 
world tour. 

“These will be the last shows in 
London. Whether he will go on 
from here around the world... 
this will be his last tour,” Randy 
Phillips of promoter AEG told 
the BBC. “All he’s agreed to 
are the London shows at this 


point.” 

Phillips added that Jackson will 
put on a “big budget, grand, 
highly technical, incredible 
show,” adding: “Michael 

Jackson is a perfectionist so it’s 
going to be amazing. He’ll try a 
lot of new things.” 

Tickets will be on sale from 
0700 GMT on March 13, AEG 
said on its website. 

Reports suggest the “King of 
Pop” could make tens of millions 
of dollars from the residency- 
style string of London concerts, 
helping pay legal bills and debts 
amassed since he was acquitted 
in his abuse trial in 2005. 

If they are successful, the 
London concerts would be a 
spectacular return for the man 
who dominated the pop world 
in the 1980s but has virtually 
vanished from public view 
since his trial. 

The 02, formerly the much- 
maligned Millennium Dome, 
has transformed itself into a 
leading concert venue, notably 
hosting a comeback gig by 
legendary rockers Led Zeppelin 
and a 21-night residency by 
Prince in 2007. 

Jackson is reportedly close to 
completing his first new album 
since 2001, and has collaborated 
with a younger generation of 
stars like rapper Kanye West. 
But he has been dogged by 
rumours of ill health and 
bookmakers William Hill were 
Wednesday offering 5-1 odds 
that he would not turn up on the 
first night. 

However, the Daily Mirror 
tabloid reported Thursday that 
Jackson had passed 50 health 
tests set by insurers to prove he 
was fit enough to perform. 
Jackson last performed in 
Britain at the 2006 World Music 
Awards, where he sang a few 
lines of “We Are The World”. 
His last official tour was the 
1996-7 History World Tour, 
although he has played one-off 
gigs since. 

The singer became a 
phenomenally successful star, 
first with the Jackson Five 
alongside his brothers and then 
as a solo artist. 

But Jackson’s career hit trouble 
in 1993 when a 13-year-old 
boy made sex abuse allegations 
against him and prosecutors 
and police launched an 
investigation. 

A year later, Jackson reached an 
out-of-court settlement with the 
boy’s family, paying out 23.3 
million dollars and the criminal 
case was dramatically stopped. 
Jackson says he now regrets the 
payment. □

“This tour has 
been amazing fun and I can’t wait to get back out on the road 
after a little tune-up.” 

Williams won an Oscar for his supporting role as a 
psychologist in the 1997 drama “Good Will Hunting.” He 
is best known for a manic comedy routine steeped in wacky 
accents and improvisation. He spent two months in rehab in 

2006 to combat a drinking problem. 

The actor’s older brother, Robert Todd Williams, died in

Obama cabinet members pledge 
faster Hurricane Katrina effort

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Disturbed by 
what they saw on a bus ride through a city 
still bearing Hurricane Katrina’s scars, two 
members of President Barack Obama’s cabinet 
pledged Thursday to speed the pace of the 
Gulf Coast recovery operation they inherited 
from the Bush administration. On their first 
visit to New Orleans since Obama took office, 
Homeland Security Secretary Janet Napolitano 
and Housing and Urban Development Secretary 
Shaun Donovan announced millions in new 
funding for post-Katrina housing initiatives 
and vowed to cut red tape that has kept money 
out of local governments’ hands. 

“This will not be the last time we are here,” 
said Napolitano, who is scheduled to take a 
helicopter tour of Mississippi’s Gulf Coast on 
Friday. “We’re going to get this done.” 

The federal government’s response to the 
2005 storm that devastated New Orleans was 
a defining moment for the administration 
of former President George W. Bush and 
continued to trouble critics who considered the 
emergency response too little too late. 

Obama promised a stepped-up commitment to 


the region several weeks ago, saying Gulf Coast 
residents struggling to rebuild have not always 
received the support they deserve. Katrina was 
blamed for more than 1,600 deaths and billions 
of dollars in property damage. 

Napolitano and Donovan got a firsthand look at 
the juxtaposition of hard-fought progress and 
frustrating inertia in neighborhoods devastated 
by the August 2005 storm. 

They were joined by Craig Fugate, Obama’s 
pick to lead the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, a target of many New 
Orleans residents’ frustration since the early 
aftermath of the storm. 

They started with a visit to a lakefront university 
in New Orleans where students still take classes 
in trailers, then met with a property owner on 
the outskirts of the city whose home was rebuilt 
by volunteers. The bus tour ended at a 9th Ward 
public housing development rebuilt since the 
storm’s catastrophic levee breaches. 

Along the route, they stopped to peer at homes 
being built as part of actor Brad Pitt’s Make It 
Right project, but a sign that pleaded “Please 
Help Our Community” adorned a different 
house in the same neighborhood.

Symptoms of 
aortic valve disease include 
shortness of breath, chest 
pains and dizziness.

VUTC owners: Ground zero 
brings 26K new jobs to NYC

NEW YORK (AP) — The delayed, over-budget rebuilding of 
the “ground zero” of the 2001 terror attacks may be one of the 
city’s few reliable sources of construction jobs and revenue over 
the next several years, according to a study by the World Trade 
Center site’s owners. 

The Port Authority of New York and New Jersey on Thursday 
projected that more than 26,000 jobs and $3.7 billion in income 
would be created by 2016 from the construction of office 
towers, a Sept. 11 memorial and transit hub at the 16-acre (6.48- 
hectare) site. 

The agency only estimated the economic benefits generated 
by projects it oversees at ground zero, excluding three planned 
office towers under private control. 

Developer Larry Silverstein said Thursday that work at those 
towers would generate 30,000 jobs. 

The economic meltdown that crippled most developers’ plans 
last fall cut billions in funding for planned or in-progress 
construction in the city, putting thousands out of work. The 
New York Building Congress trade group had predicted a loss 
of 30,000 construction jobs in 2009 in a report last fall, before 
the meltdown’s effects became more pronounced. 

But work is growing at the site while it disappears elsewhere in 
the city, officials said. 

The agency said 8,210 people would be needed to design and 
build the 1,776-foot (541.3-meter) Freedom Tower and 8,420 
others would be needed for a multibillion-dollar transit hub. 

It took years of planning before work began at the site of the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks. 

The agency has raised budget estimates and delayed completion 
dates for the tower, memorial, transit hub and other related 
projects. □

WASHINGTON - Sen. John 
McCain deployed heavy 
sarcasm. Fellow Republican 
Marsha Blackburn trotted 
out a chart. A group 
of conservative House 
Republicans mocked: 

“’Deficit we inherited?’ 

Spare us the false 
outrage.” The war between 
Republicans and Democrats 
to frame the blame for the 
economy erupted in earnest 
this week. 

Republicans pushed back 
against President Barack 
Obama’s claim — echoed 
relentlessly by his Cabinet 
members and Democrats in 
Congress — that he didn’t 
cause the mess and shouldn’t 
be judged yet on obligating

taxpayers for a trillion dollars 
trying to fix it. 

Just how long Democrats can 
credibly argue that they’re 
merely responding to — and 
not responsible for — a crisis 
created under Republican 
predecessors depends on 
which political and economic 
fortune tellers are doing the 
predicting. 

“Not for too much longer,” 
says Stanley Renshon, 
a professor of political 
psychology at the City 
University of New York. 
“People are distracted by the 
sideshow only for so long, 
especially when the evidence 
is all around them. Every day 
brings a new cash infusion 
for a new industry, and the 
stocks drop.” 

Polls show that voters are 


taking a wait-and-see posture 
toward the blur of legislation 
flowing between the White 
House and Congress, from 
the bailout money to a 
$410 billion spending bill 
that includes funding for 
thousands of lawmakers’ pet 
projects. 

Obama dispatched his 
economic team to Capitol 
Hill to repeat the same 
message he started delivering 
in January when he rolled 
out his stimulus package, 
continuing through his 
address to Congress and the 
rollout of his budget last 
week. 

“My budget does not attempt 
to solve every problem 
or address every issue,” 
Obama said. “It reflects the 
stark reality of what we’ve 
inherited — a trillion-dollar 
deficit, a financial crisis and 
a costly recession.” 

“It’s way too soon to be start 
judging success or failure 
here,” White House budget 
director Peter Orszag said 
on CBS’ “The Early Show.” 
“We inherited a big mess.” 
This week, Republicans 
responded. 

McCain took aim at the $410 
billion spending bill to keep 
the government running, 
specifically Obama’s 

willingness to accept 
thousands of pet projects 
that it would fund. Orszag, 
McCain noted, called the so- 
called earmarks “last year’s 
business.” 


“Last year’s business? 
Does that mean last year’s 
president will sign this pork 
barrel bill?” McCain railed 
from the Senate floor. “It is 
the president’s business. It is 
the business of the president 
of the United States.” 

Other Republicans turned to 
various stimulus packages, 
pointing out that Obama 
and other key Democrats 
voted for last year’s stimulus 
checks, mortgage insurance 
and bailouts of Wall Street 
and the auto industry. Those 
votes, they said, could 
well have helped add to 
the deficit that Democrats 
are characterizing as the 
product of a Republican 
administration. 

“It’s not fair to blame the 
prior administration for 
everything,” Sen. Orrin 
Hatch, R-Utah, told Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner. 
Over in the House chamber, 
Blackburn unveiled a tricolor 
chart titled, “The Deficit 
They Didn’t I nh erit.” 

She then turned to the jittery 
stock market and employed 
phrasing designed to point 
blame back across the aisle. 
“The stock market has voted 
on the Obama economic 
policies, on Pelosi-Reid 
economic policies, and they 
have obviously voted, ‘No,’” 
she proclaimed. 
Congressional hearings also 
became key arenas for the 
battling messages. 

Geithner used the inheritance 


argument more than a dozen 
times during his appearance 
Tuesday before the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
He claimed repeatedly that 
any deficit increase from 
the stimulus legislation will 
be short-term. Obama, after 
all, has pledged to halve the 
“inherited” deficit in his first 
presidential term. 
Republicans engaged. Rep. 
Devin Nunes, R-Califi, asked 
Geithner to confirm that all of 
the stimulus legislation since 
early 2008 was “supported 
by President Obama and 
his administration and your 
office.” 

“We’re starting, before 
anything happens, (with) a 
$1.2 trillion deficit ... built 
up over the last eight years, 
magnified by the costs of this 
crisis,” Geit hn er responded. 
“Built up over the last 220 
years,” Nunes corrected. 
True, parried Geithner, but 
it accelerated in recent years 
and culminated in the current 
crisis. 

“A crisis we’re inheriting,” 
he added, “that’s going to 
require very substantial 
additional action to fix the 
financial system and get the 
economy back on track.” 
Democratic lawmakers with 
their ears to the ground 
seemed to sense that they 
can’t keep that argument 
going forever. 

“It’s hard to understand for 
a lot of families when they 
keep seeing things get worse 
and we’re still pouring 
money there,” said Sen. 
Patty Murray, D-Wash. 
Mused House Ways and 
Means Committee Chairman 
Charlie Rangel, D-N.Y.: 
“The fact that we inherited 
it doesn’t mean that we 
don’t have the responsibility 
to work our way out of 
this.’Q

Calif. Supreme Court weighs 
same-sex marriage ban

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
As thousands of demonstrators 
chanted slogans and waved 
placards outside, California’s 
highest court on Thursday 
skeptically grilled lawyers 
seeking to overturn the state’s 
ban on gay marriage. 

Attorneys for same-sex couples 
argued the public’s right 
to change the constitution 
doesn’t extend to depriving an 
unpopular minority of the right 
to wed. 

But questions and statements 
from the justices indicated 
a wariness to override what 
Associated Justice Joyce 
Kennard called the people’s 
“very, very broad, well- 
established” authority to amend 
the state’s governing framework 
at the ballot box. 

“What I am picking up from the 
oral arguments is that this court 
should willy-nilly disregard 
the will of the people,” said 
Kennard, who just 10 months 
ago voted that prohibiting same- 
sex marriages violated the civil 
rights of gays. “The people 
established the constitution; 
as judges, our power is very 
limited.” 

The justices heard three hours of 
arguments on the gay marriage 
ban, known as Proposition 
8, which was approved in 
November with 52 percent of 
the vote. It effectively reversed 
a 4-3 Supreme Court decision 
that legalized gay marriage 4Vi 


months before the election. 

Gay rights advocates argued the 
proposition is such a sweeping 
change to the constitution’s 
equal protection clause that it 
was a constitutional revision, 
not just an amendment. A 
revision requires legislative 
approval before it lands on the 
ballot. 

Chief Justice Ron George, who 
also ruled last year to strike 
down a pair of laws that limited 
marriage to a man and a woman, 
echoed Kennard’s qualms about 
denying the public its voice. 
George noted that the state 
constitution has been amended 
at least 500 times compared 
with the 27 times the U.S. 
Constitution has been altered, 
and said it was up to the 
Legislature or voters — not the 
court — to make the process 
more difficult. 

“It seems what you are saying 
is, it is just too easy to amend 
the California Constitution,” 
George told Raymond Marshall, 
an attorney representing the 
NAACP and other civil rights 
groups trying to overturn the 
ban. “Maybe the solution has to 
be a political one.” 


Minutes into Thursday’s 
proceedings, the justices 
peppered a lawyer representing 
unwed same sex couples with 
tough questions over how the 14 
words of Proposition 8 represent 
a denial of fundamental rights 
when same-sex couples still 
have the legal benefits of 
marriage through domestic 
partnerships. 

“Is it your argument in this 
proceeding that the passage of 
Proposition 8 also took away in 
addition to the label of marriage, 
the core of substantive rights of 
marriage this court outlined in 
its decision last year?” asked 
Kennard. 

“One of the core constitutional 
rights is to be treated with 
equality, dignity and respect,” 
replied Shannon Minter, legal 
director of the National Center 
for Lesbian Rights. 

Supporters of the gay marriage 
ban, represented by former 
Whitewater prosecutor Kenneth 
Starr, said it would be a reversal 
of the Supreme Court’s own 
precedents for the court to 
overturn the results of a fair 
election. 

“Under our theory the people

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are sovereign and they can do 
very unwise things that tug at 
the equality principle,” Starr 
said. 

He also argued that California 
voters have an “inalienable 
right” to amend the constitution 
and that taking away rights 
through the initiative process 
is not a revision that alters the 
structure of government. 

“There must be far-reaching 
change in the basic structure of 
government,” said Starr. 

The court also heard arguments 
on how the gay marriage ban 
affects the 18,000 marriages of 
same-sex couples performed 
before it passed. Many of the 
justices appeared skeptical that 
Proposition 8 could be applied 
retroactively. 

George suggested the validity 


of the earlier marriages was 
purposely omitted from the 
ballot initiative as a campaign 
strategy to increase the 
likelihood of its passage. 

Starr, dean of Pepperdine 
law school, said the intent of 
Proposition 8 was to prevent 
the state from recognizing any 
same-sex marriages, noting that 
it was drafted before the high 
court legalized gay marriage on 
May 15. 

The Supreme Court’s seven 
justices have 90 days after 
the oral arguments in which 
to issue a ruling. The crowd 
outside the court grew steadily 
throughout the hearing, with 
many watching the proceedings 
on a giant television screen 
erected across the street in front 
of City HalQ

The decision means Chinese 
immigrant Vince Li will be 
treated in a mental institution 
instead of going to prison. 
The family of victim Tim 
McLean dismissed the trial 
as a “rubber stamp” that 
allows Li to get away with 


murder. 

“A crime was still 
committed here, a murder 
still occurred,” said Carol 
deDelley, McLean’s mother. 
“There was nobody else on 
that bus holding a knife, 
slicing up my child.” 

The judge said Li should 
not be held criminally 
accountable for stabbing 


McLean dozens of times 
last July and dismembering 
his body while horrified 
passengers fled. 

Justice John Scurfield said 
Li’s attack was “grotesque” 
and “barbaric” but “strongly 
suggestive of a mental 
disorder.” 

Scurfield added: “He did 
not appreciate the actions

he committed were morally 
wrong. He believed he was 
acting in self-defense and 
that he had been commanded 
by God to do so.” 

Both the prosecution and 
the defense argued Li can’t 
be held responsible because 
Li was suffering from 
schizophrenia and believed 
God wanted him to kill 
McLean because the young 
man was a force of evil. 

He will be institutionalized 
without a criminal record 
and will be reassessed every 
year by a mental health 
review board to determine 
if he is fit for release into 
the community. 

Li’s trial barely lasted 
two days and only heard 
from two witnesses, both 
psychiatrists, who testified 
he is mentally ill. 

That Li killed the 22-year- 
old carnival worker was 
never in question at the 
trial. Li has admitted he 
killed McLean but pleaded 
not guilty. 

Witnesses said Li attacked 
McLean unprovoked as their 
Greyhound bus traveled 
at night along a desolate 
stretch of the Trans-Canada 
Highway. After his capture, 
Li apologized and pleaded 
with police to kill him. 


McLean’s family is vowing 
to turn their attention to 
fighting the law that allows 
people who are found not 
criminally responsible to be 
released into the community 
once they are deemed well, 
without serving a minimum 
sentence in jail. 
Government prosecutor 
Joyce Dalmyn said the 
family understood what she 
had to do. 

“The evidence was so 
overwhelming that he was 
not criminally responsible. I 
absolutely had an obligation 
to bring that to the court’s 
attention and the family 
understands and respects 
that,” Dalmyn said. 

Dalmyn said they felt 
obligated to have a trial to 
make sure the family and the 
public had the right to hear 
the evidence and the reason 
for the judge’s decision. 

Li’s lawyer, Alan Libman, 
said Li will get help and the 
public can be assured the 
review board will take into 
consideration the protection 
of the public. 

“Mr. Li advised me after 
court that he’s going to work 
with his treatment team 
because it’s his desire to get 
better,” Libman saidQ

Britain re-establishing 
contact with Hezbollah 


LONDON (AP) — Britain 
is re-establishing contact 
with the militant group 
Hezbollah following 

the formation of a unity 
government in Lebanon, 
the British government said 
Thursday. 

The Foreign Office said that 
it has established contact 
with the group’s political 
wing but still has no contact 
with its military wing. 
Britain ceased contact with 
members of Hezbollah in 
2005 and listed the military 
wing as a proscribed terrorist 
organization last year. 

The Foreign Office said 
that it had reconsidered its 
position following positive 
developments in Lebanon. 
“Our objective with 
Hezbollah remains to 
encourage them to move 
away from violence and play 
a constructive, democratic 
and peaceful role in 
Lebanese politics, in line 
with a range of LIN Security 
Council Resolutions,” the 
ministry said. 

The ministry said Britain’s 
ambassador attended a 
meeting in January in Beirut 


alongside a Hezbollah 
lawmaker, and that the 
government was seeking to 
build relations with other 
legislators attached to the 
group. 

Israel and Hezbollah fought 
a brutal 34-day war in the 
region in 2006. More than 
1,200 people in Lebanon 

— most of them civilians 

— and 159 in Israel died in 
the conflict. 

Hezbollah has a large rocket 
arsenal but is not believed 
to have used it against 
Israel since the 2006 war. 
It has denied involvement 
in recent rocket attacks on 
Israel. 

After showing its military 
strength against Israel in 
2006 and then again in May 
2008 against its Lebanese 
rivals—when it took control 
of large parts of Beirut by 
force — Hezbollah became 
a partner in Lebanon’s 
government with veto 
power over decisions. 
Israeli foreign ministry 
spokesman Yigal Palmor 
said Hezbollah has always 
been a terror group. 

“This organization

represents serious danger to 
any reasonable or peaceful 
political arrangement in

IISOC chief offers surprising resignation

DENVER (AP) — Jim Scherr stepped 
down as the chief executive officer of the 
U.S. Olympic Committee, a surprising 
resignation with the federation facing 
financial difficulties and in the midst 
of trying to bring the 2016 Olympics to 
Chicago. 

Scherr announced his decision on 
Thursday. 

His last day will be March 31, and he 
will be replaced on an interim basis by 
Stephanie Streeter, a member of the 
USOC board of directors. 

On Tuesday, Scherr announced the USOC 
would trim up to 15 percent of its staff as 
part of an effort to pare $7.1 million from 
the 2009 budget and stay ahead of the bad 


economy. During a news conference that 
day in Washington, he spoke about the 
future and gave no signs of his pending 
resignation. 

He will leave nearly four years after taking 
over at the USOC, where he helped the 
federation streamline a bulky governing 
structure and regain a reputation that was 
sullied in the wake of the Salt Lake City 
Olympics bid scandal. 

The timing was bizarre. The USOC was 
moving into the final stages of helping 
with the bid to bring the 2016 Olympics 
to Chicago. 

The SportAccord, an international 
gathering of sports dignitaries, including 
those from the International Olympic 
Committee, was set for later this month 
in Denver with all four finalists scheduled 


to present their bids for the games. 

One of the USOC’s biggest challenges 
over the past few years has been to 
establish a sense of continuity in its 
organization, so overseas officials will 
feel more comfortable with leaders of the 
richest and largest Olympic federation in 
the world. 

Scherr was, of course, a key part of 
that leadership team, but he’ll soon be 
leaving. 

“Jim guided our organization through a 
period of unprecedented challenge and 
change, and did so with an unwavering 
commitment to enabling America’s 
athletes to succeed on the field of play,” 
USOC chairman Larry Probst said in the 
news release. □ 


Cowboys release star WR Terrell Owens

IRVING, Texas (AP) — 
Wide receiver Terrell Owens 
was released by the Dallas 
Cowboys on Thursday, ending 
a three-year run that produced 
as many big headlines as big 
plays.

“We will move 
on now with a new team — a 
new attitude — and into a new 
stadium.” 

Jones had indicated in recent 
weeks that Owens wasn’t 
going anywhere and firmly 
said the idea of locker-room 
problems were “a figment 
of the result. You didn’t hear 
about those things when we 
were winning.”

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Alex Rodriguez has torn labrum in hip 


TAMPA, Florida (AP) — 
Alex Rodriguez will attempt 
to play this season with an 
injured right hip, hoping to 
avoid surgery and a four- 
month rehabilitation period. 

A cyst in the hip was drained 
on Wednesday, and the New 
York Yankees third baseman 
will skip playing for the 
Dominican Republic in the 
World Baseball Classic. Still, 
he has a torn labrum that 
might need an operation. 
“There’s two courses of 
action concerning what 
he has,” Yankees general 
manager Brian Cashman 
said on Thursday. “There is 
treat it conservatively, which 
would imply rest, exercise 
and treatment. Or you can 
treat it aggressively, which 
is by surgery. At this point in 
time, we are going to go the 
conservative route.” 

The diagnosis was yet another 
jolt to Rodriguez during a 
tumult-filled past month in 
which the three-time MVP 
admitted using banned drugs 
from 2001-03 while with 
Texas. 

“He’s been through a lot, 
and you probably can go 
through the last year that he’s 
been through a lot,” Yankees 
manager Joe Girardi said. 
“He’s been pretty good in 
staying focused in what he 
has to do. 

The thing about Alex, we all 
know how hard he works. 
He’s able to do a lot of things 
because of his work ethic, 
and you hope that carries him 
though this year as well.” 
Girardi was concerned 
Rodriguez could start the 
Major League Baseball season 
in April and then have to be 
shut down. 

Earlier, ESPNdeportes.com 
reported that Rodriguez’s 
brother, Joe Dunand, said the 
slugger was going to have 
surgery, with a projected 10- 
week recovery time. 

Cashman said Rodriguez’s 
preference was to try rest 
and treatment first, but that 
offseason surgery might be an 
option. 

He added the team hopes the 
cyst was the cause of stiffness 
that had bothered the 12-time 
MLB All-Star. Rodriguez was 
to undergo additional tests in 


Colorado on Friday. 
Dominican Republic general 
manager Stan Javier spoke 
with Rodriguez on Thursday. 
“The only concern I have right 
now is I hope he’s OK,” Javier 
said. 

“It’s too bad it has happened, 
but that’s baseball and that’s 
life. He told me he might have 
surgery Sunday or Monday. 
He said he’s going to meet 
us in Miami to be with the 
team.” 

The injury potentially leaves 
a huge hole in the lineup for 
the Yankees, trying to rebound 
after missing the playoffs 
last season following 13 
consecutive appearances. 

Last year, Rodriguez was 
sidelined from April 28 to 
May 20 because of a strained 
right quadriceps — his fifth 
career trip to the disabled list. 
An MRI exam at that time 


showed what Cashman called 
an “irregularity” in the right 
hip. His 138 games last season 
were his fewest since 1999. 
Rodriguez’s hip was fine until 
experiencing stiffness during 
spring training this year. 

If Rodriguez is sidelined, New 
York would have to replace its 
third baseman and cleanup 
hitter, behind new first 
baseman Mark Teixeira. 

The leading internal candidate 
to take over at third would be 
Cody Ransom, a 3 3-year-old 
who has a .251 average and 24 
RBIs in 183 at-bats over six 
major league seasons. 

Since joining the Yankees 
before the 2004 season, 
Rodriguez has averaged 42 
homers and 123 RBIs to go 
along with a .303 batting 
average.

Rio de Janeiro (EFE) - La 
contaminacion provocada por 
las emisiones de vehiculos 
es el principal agravante de 
enfermedades que causan la 
muerte a 20 personas cada dia 
en Sao Paulo, la mayor ciudad 
brasilena, segun un estudio 
universitario citado ayer por 
el diario Folha de Sao Paulo.

Deacuerdoconlainvestigacion 
del Laboratorio de 
Contaminacion Atmosferica 
de la Universidad de Sao 
Paulo (USP), el numero de 
muertes de personas con mas

Dominicana prohibe 
caceria aves y mamiferos 

SANTO DOMINGO (AP) - El gobierno dominicano prohibio 
cualquier actividad de caza para proteger a las numerosas 
especies que estan en peligro de extincion. 

“Solo permitiremos que se capturen aquellos animales de la vida 
silvestre con fines de investigacion, en proyectos debidamente 
aprobados por nosotros”, dijo el jueves en rueda de prensa el 
ministro de Medio Ambiente, Jaime David Fernandez Mirabal. 
“Las sanciones se empezaran a aplicar a partir de este momento. 
Desde ya esta prohibida todo tipo de caceria”, senalo. 

La resolucion del gobierno prohibe la captura, muerte, 
hostigamiento y apresamiento de fauna silvestre, recoleccion 
de huevos, nidos, partes y sus derivados. 

En un reciente informe de la Union Internacional para la 
Conservacion de la Naturaleza (UICN), se indica que de 30 
especies que existen en Republica Dominicana, 13 estan en 
peligro de extincion. 

Segun el documento, entre las especies en peligro figuran el 
gavilan, la cua, el pico cruzado, el cuervo, el chirri, el cao, la 
cotorra y el perico. El pais esta poblado por 296 especies de 
aves. 

En niveles de vulnerabilidad tambien se encuentran la jutia, 
el selenodonte, la lechuza cara ceniza, la culebrita verde y el 
caracol terrestre. 

Las razones de su extincion estan ligadas al comercio ilegal, la 
caza deportiva o por supersticion, como es el caso del gavilan, 
que se encuentra en peligro critico por la falsa idea del campesino 
de que destruyen sus crianzas, indico UICN. 

Los delitos por medio ambiente incluyen multas y carcel, segun 
lo determine el tribunal.□ 


Paraguay prohibe por 5 anos 
pesca comercial del dorado 

ASUNCION (AP) - Paraguay prohibio por cinco anos la pesca 
comercial en los rios Paraguay y Parana del pez conocido 
como dorado, por encontrarse en vias de extincion. 

El nombre cientifico del pez es salminus maxillous y 
popularmente los Pescadores lo califican como “Tigre” por 
la bravura con que intenta librarse de la captura. 

Un adulto de ocho anos de edad puede llegar a pesar 35 
kilos. 

El ministro del Ambiente, Jose Luis Casaccia, confirmo 
el jueves que la Corte Suprema de Justicia declaro legal y 
vigente una ley sancionada en 2007 prohibiendo la pesca de 
la especie y que fuera anulada temporalmente tras un pedido 
de la Federacion de Pescadores del Paraguay ante un juzgado 
de primera instancia. 

“Los individuos que fuesen descubiertos vendiendo dorado 
podrian ir por cinco anos a la carcel”, advirtio Casaccia, 
anadiendo que el pez esta en vias de extincion paulatina. 
Agrego que las personas pobres que viven en la ribera de 
los rios Parana y Paraguay estan autorizados a capturarlo 
pero solo para consumo familiar y siempre que tenga 75 
centimetros de largo, como minimo. 

Tambien esta permitida la pesca deportiva pero con medidas 
restrictivas como 75 centimetros y los competidores no 
deben capturar mas de tres piezas. 

Al final del concurso, los pescados deben ser donados a 
hospitales publicos. 

Casaccia describio al dorado como de color amarillo-naranja 
con vientre plateado, cuerpo largo, robusto y cubierto de 
escamas pequenas, cabeza grande, fuerte y conica con una 
boca amplia con poderosos dientes conicos.Q

Igualmente es muy superior al 
de otras ciudades brasilenas, 
como Rio de Janeiro (19 
miligramos de particulas por 
metro cubico), Belo Horizonte 
(16,5), Curitiba (16,5), Porto 
Alegre (16,3) y Recife (11,1). 
La investigacion calcula 
que la contaminacion es la 
causante de cerca de 13.100 
hospitalizaciones al ano en 
Sao Paulo.□ 

Uribe con 
popularidad 
de 69% 

BOGOTA (AP) - Lapopularidad 
del presidente Alvaro Uribe 
cayo un punto y se ubico en 
69%, por debajo de su nivel 
historico, aunque todavia una 
mayoria de entrevistados dijo 
que votaria por su reeleccion, 
revelo una encuesta publicada el 
jueves en el diario El Tiempo. 
El sondeo de la firma Gallup 
dijo que la opinion favorable 
hacia Uribe era de 69% en 
febrero, comparado con 70% 
de diciembre, fecha del sondeo 
anterior de la encuestadora.
